‘And to be known or regarded as a 
payer of the exact legal! fare is to be practic- 
ally ostracised by the whole tribe of “Gon- 
doliers.! That is so in the case of Europeans 
in porticular, although it is a known fact 


‘that ricksha pullers, as-well as chair carriers, 


are quite willing to accept without a murmur 
a reduced fare-from their compatriots. Why. 
this should be the case it is.difficult to un- 


| derstand, especially as the coolies impudent: 


ly demand “‘cumsha” even when excess fare 
has heen paid, But when the licensed chair 
coolies-go the length of absolutely refusing 
to accept hire; the maticr becomes infinitely: 
worse. Unfortunately it is not every one who 
has the time or inclination to spend a day at 
the Police Court in order-to prosecute & 
pair of-defaulting coolies, In the firgt place 


Jit ig not agreeable duty to ‘appear at the 


Police ‘Court at all on any account,- nor is it 
regarded as a vindictive. 
iyrant of.the oppressed. Again, it takes .a 
smart and athletic individual to catch the 
chair-bearers who. by refusing a fare have 
contravened the terms of their licence, while 
it is equally difficult to identify thé number 
of the chair, Inthe case of rickshas, these | 
-difficulties_aré_increased_tenfold, ‘owing to- 
tha superior ‘ability ‘of the pullers to ma 

themselves scarce, “Whoo the chance does 
occur of identifying the cooliés, it is only the 
few, as: we have said, who will proceed 
against the bearers .and pullers by legal 
process for the reasons we havestated. Mr. 
Mowbray S. Northcote, was therefore render- 
ing a pudlic service when he haled two chair 


_| coalies before the Magistrate yesterday and 


went out of his way to see them adequately 
punished. A fine of $7.50 each was by’ no

Once 
open, she put ber foot down so: that it could 
not be closed, and holding it ajar, beckon- 
ed.to thé other western nations to follow her 
inside, France came, Russia’ came, and all 
the rest when and.as it suited them. They 
- bought, they~-sold,- they-made- profits, and 
were satisfied. From the very. beginning 
England set her face againat territorial ag- 
grandisement. Hongkong was a necedsity 
after the” experience ' of the factories. in 
Canton,’ It was. in no-sense 2 spoliation. 
‘The island was the abode of a few fishermen 
and more pirates. * It was nothing compared: 
with what England might have taken with: 
out so much as a ' By your leave’ cither td 
‘China or the rest Of the world. “America has 
severely followed the samecottrse of proced- 
ure. From beginningtoend, these two powers 
have stood-opposed lo territorial aggrandise- 
cient -at China's cost, and for this reason have 
beetimorecareful oftheir purely tradeinterests 
and less grasping after political influence.”
